A_ third of all the cement-mixing 
machines in the Reich, Lt.-Gen, Jacob 
reveals, were employed on the work 
of construction, They mixed ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 tons of cement, 
or more than a third of the total Ger- 
man output. Nearly 25,000,000 cubic 
feet of wood were used in bullding 
emplacements, 


The German State Railways deli- 
vered 8,000 truckloads of materials 
daily during the construction neriod, 
while canal trafMfle also accounted for 
the transport of large quantities of 
material. Considerably more than 
15,000 lorries, commandeered from 
all over Germany, were in use, 


. ‘Infantry entanglements required the 


employment of 3,000,000 rolls of 
barbed wire. Tank-traps were con- 
structed partly by the use of ex- 
cavating machines, also brought to- 
gether from all ports of the Reich, 
and. partly by the laying down of 
rows of- concrete “tecth.” 

On and after. Oct. 6, 1038, more 
than 532,000 men were working on 
the fortifications. Of these, 90,000 
were army engineers and 100,000 
members of the labour corps.

CHINA WAR ZONES 
Medical_Difficulties 
‘In Interior — 


The terrible conditions of the roads in Central China, and the 
great hardships thus inflicted on the transportation of wounded from 
and medical supplies to the war. front were the subject of an address 

. by Dr. H. Talbot at the Rotary Club tiffin yesterday. 


Rolarinn R, D. Walker was in the 
Chalr and welcomed the following 
visiting Rotarlans—-Rotartans E. T. 
‘Tsu. (Shanghal), W. W. Waymak 
(Ohio), and S. O, Au (Swatow).

Dr. Talbot sald he would have to 
confine, himself tu one — particular 
phase of his recent expertences in 
Central China.” On the previous 
occasion be had spoken to the 
‘Rotary Club he had spoken of the 
smedi¢al conditions in China. Ho 
would now tell the members some- 
thing of the general living conditions 
in China. The particular phase he 
wanted tot about was the 
facilities for the transport of the 
wounded from Changsha, where he 
nad had his headquarters. 

it wos impossible, he sald, for 
anyone who had not travelled over 
the roads In China to have any con- 
ceptlon haw bad they could be. The 
-sptings of vehicles were broken very 
quickly and the average life of a 
truck was about three months. 
Having had subsequently to walk on 
those same roads, he could not sa 
which was the worse mode of travel. 
- On his way to Changsha, Dr. 
Talbot was impressed by the scenery. 
The countryside was in full bloom. 
Flowers covered the mountain sides 
and it wos .an impressive sight. It 
was surprising, he said, that people 
from other parts of the world should 
nat visit China jn preference to other 
places. ve : 

At Changsha, he found that the 
transport of the wounded was. a 
problem that confronted all, -There 
were there a number of lightly 
wounded soldiers. On enquiries he 
was told that because ofthe difi- 
culties of transportation, the heavily 
: wounded were left on the batticficlds, 
There were very few in Changsha, 
He decided to go to the front, which 
Was some. .150_or_200_.miles_to_the 
north of Changsha. ; 


Roads Destroyed 


All the roads hnd been broken up 
by the military, which had been the 
best thing done by the military since 

‘ the Incident. The methods of break- 
‘Ing the ronds were three. In the 
first, half of the road was destroyed, 
leaving; room for only one truck to 
pass; In the second, leaving room for 
only one man to walk over; and in 
the third, the ronds were completely 
destroyed, leaving room for neither 
truck nor man to pass, There were 
‘many paths. Even some of those had 
been broken; In fact, any path where 
any mechanised unit could: go had 

» been broken, In one place, the 
earth taken from the one of the paths 
had been formed into a small hill 
to block the enemy. rs 

In parts, by afforestation, where 
paths’ had been before were now 
forests, rnd archeologists in time 
would not be able to tell.where the 
roads had been. : 

During last October and November 
there hod been o scare in Changsha, 
but -becnuse of the rond destruction 
it wos safe to say that the enemy 
could not have yot to Changsha Jn 
nine months, Though it had been 
sald that an army marched on Its 
stomach, in this case they would 
have had to worm their way. 

It was necessary to walk to the 
-front. -Dr. Talbot «started out with a 
-young woman member of the Inter- 
national Red Cross n young Chinese 
Hongkong boy and some carriers, 
.For the first two hours It was quite 
.4o0d, but the roads soon became 

. Fougher ‘and rougher. The people 
skarricd on thelr usual occupations. 
A pecullar fcature of the journcy 
was that: the nearer one got to the 
Yront, the more peaceful the country- 
side became. Though hundreds were 
being slaughtered, ‘that alr of péace- 
‘fulness remained. 

When one got fo the front, every- 
thing appeared normal. Industries 
were. going on in the towns. -Silic 
was belhg made as though nothing 
‘was happening, After several hours 
walking. on the first day out, the 
carrlora gave up. It was not thelr 
- usual cecupation, and other carriers 
had to be obtained. Then Dr, Tal- 
bot’a own fect gave out, and he was 
‘brought’ a mule with a wooden 
soddie, riding upon which was no 
aicer than walking on the hard 
ground. . " 
. The party arrived .nt Plngchang, 

‘which had.-been. destroyed: by alr- 
Talds. -Everything was in rulns, and 

was left, ° Mag be

wounded, One of the greatest difficul- 
ties was that there were InsuMicient 


istretcher bearers—every able-bodied 


mun being in the war. The pay of 
the stretcher benrers was. dependent 
on local contributions, ond an Ine 
erased diMculty was that ofter the 
wounded had been brought that far 
down from the front, further relays 
of bearers were necessary to carry 
them back to the hospitals, At all 
the ‘dressing stations, the wounded 
soldiers were lying on the ground, 
but everywhere was very clean. 
Every station ond hospital was an 
example of cleaniiness. 

Everywhere there was the cry for 
more medical supplies, particularly 
quinine to deal with the enormous 
amount of malaria. But here again 
was the d!Miculty of transport, not 
only for getting quinine but other 
serums through. Then os soon oa the 
supplics were brought they were used 
up and others needed. “The demand 
was continuous. : 

Weather added to the trials of 
transport. In dry weather It was-all 
right, but in wet weather the 
bearers’ tasks were more difficult. 
The paths were very slippery. 

People were carrying on normally. 
The war was progressing, cesplte 
all that had been sald to the con- 
trary, In favour of the Chinese, Dr. 
Talbot was present at the receipt -of 
two messages of definite victories, 
and he had seen some of the trophics 
captured, He had, in fact, ridden on 
n Jupanesc pony that had been 
taken. There ‘were stacks of guns 
and machine guns captured by the 
Chinese, ' 


—The-whote-journey—from-Changsha jc} 


took 18 days, In all, the party 
covered some 500 miles—mostly, by 
walking. 

Because of the paucity of units of 
‘the Chinese Red Cross, Dr. Tatbot 
sent u wire to General Yang Sen and 
Dr. Lim asking for a unit to be sent 
to Changsha and a further unit to 
the front, On his return to Changsha, 
the s ker found the unit there, but 
because there were “so few it had 
been impossible to send one to the 
front, since then, however, Dr. 
Talbot had learned that the units 
had been reorganised and one sent 
tu thut front. 

Insufficient Doctors : 

“It is unfortunate that the Chinese 
Red Cross has insuMelent doctors in 
the fighting zones” he sald, “There 
are, he sald, “many young Chinese 
doctors in Hongkong and elsewhere 
who could be doing grent service by 
joining the Chinese Red Cross, par- 
ticularly the medical service.” 

It wus, he thought, an everlasting 
shame that young Chinese doctors 
should spend thelr time doing 
nothing when they could be doing 
much greater worl: In the interior. 
There were some dolng work who 
had had no training, and until the 
Chinese Red Cross had the services 
of trained men,. the soldiers must 
suffer, : 
Foreign 
were 


doctors, he continued, 
working ond living under 
conditlons very different from what 
they were used to. Hygienle condi- 
tions in Contral China were very bad, 
and forelgn doctors had to ask to be 
rejleved. Chinese doctors, who were 
more used to the conditfons, could 
do enormous good by going thero 
and doing grent servic 
compatriots, who were giving thelr 
lives for China, ;

That rent had been $20 for half the 
floor, Mr, Din had rented the floor 
from: Mr, Khan, and the other half 
of the floor was occupied by n Mr. 
Li, who was also the tenant of Mr. 

rn. : ; 

In March, continued defendant, Mr, 
Din told him to pay his rent direct 
to plaintlf and had also told him to 
ask plaintif® to glve ‘him the house, 
but plaintiff had’ sald that he coutd 
occupy only half the premises. In 
March and April he was living on the 
Qoor as. sub-tenant of half the pre- 
miscs at $20 a month.

Flares of considerabic interest are 
mentioned by Lt.-Gen. Jacob, of the 
German Corps of Engincers, in a re- 
trospeetive article on the western Iine 
of fortificntlons in the “Militacr-Wo- 
chenbtatt,” a leading German’ mill- 
tary weekly. The “Western Wall” is 
aeseoee as “finished and unconquer- 
able.” 


A third of all -the cement-mixing 
machines In the Reich, Lt.-Gen, Jacob 
reveals, were employed on the work 
of construction. They mixed ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 tons of cement, 
or more thon a third of the total Ger- 
man output. Nearly 25,000,000 cubic 
feet of wood were used in building 
emplacements, : 


The German State Railways dell- 
vered 9,000 trucklonds of materials 
daily during the construction neriod, 
while canni traffic’ also accounted for 
the transport of large quantities of 
material. Considerably more than 
15,000 lorries, commandeered from 
all over Germany, were in use, 


Infantry entanglements required the 
employment of 3,000,000 rolls of 
barbed wire. Tank-trops were con- 
structed partly -by the use of ex- 
cavating machines, also brought to- 
géther from all parts of the Reich, 
and ‘partly by. the laying down of 
rows of concrete’ “teeth.”

HE FINANCE Committee of the 
Legislative, Council will be 
asked to-morrow. to agree to a Vote 
of $31,000 for the preparation and 
corriage from Singapore of opium 
for the Honzkong Opium Monopoly. 

“Owing to the Sino-Japanese hos- 
tilltles," says un official explanation 
of this Vote, “there has been anuch 
less importation of illicit. opium to 
the Colony, and sales of Government 
opium have inereased to several tlmes 
the previous average.” 

As we understand it, the reason for 
the creation of a Government mono- 
poly for the sale of oplum in Hong- 
kong was that, ultimately, control 
would be exercised to such, an ¢x~ 
tent that the. vice would be wiped 
out altogether. We were prepared 
to co-operate with China in’ this

A Net For Bombs

HE FINANCE Commiltee of the 
Legislative - Council! will be 
nsked to-morrow to ngree to n Vote 
of $31,000 for the preparation and 
carriage from Singapore of opium 
for the Hongkong Oplum Monopoly. 

“Owing to the Sino-Jnpanesce hos- 
tilittes," says un official explanation 
of this Vote, “there has been much 
less importation of illicit oplum to 
the Colony, and sales of Government 
opium have increased to several times 
the previous average.” 

As we understand Jt, the reason for 
the creation of a Government mona- 
poly for the sale of oplum In Hong- 
kong was that, ultimately, control, 
would be exercised to such an ex- 
tent Unt the vice would be wiped 
out altogether, We were prepared 
te co-operate with China In. this 
worthy objective, and Government 
envisnged the .day, us the older 
generation passed, when there would 
be no further-demand for the drug. 

Revenue from the Government 
monoply, which reached to within a 
few lakhs of four million dollars 
per—annum—a-decade~ago,—dropped 
to the low record of $348,000: in 1936, 
an occasion which called for a warn- 
ing from the then Superintendent of 
Imports and Exports thnt “it must 
again be emphasised that the severe 
decline In (opium) revenue means 
that Government Its now subsidising 
oplum preventive work to such an 
extent that ethe expenditure more 
than offsets the income." ~ 


Now, it scems, Government is to 
make the most of the financial op- 
portunity presented by the blockage 
of illicit supplies, to unrestrictedly 
sell opium to the addiets In this 
Colony. ‘ 

It Is quite apparent that the ab- 
normal demand for Government 
opium this yenr docs not come from 
registered smokers or “old cus- 
tomers” (there are, incidentally, no 
available statistics to show the num~ 
ber of smokers purchasing the drug 
from the Government Monopoly 
shops). With , such an ‘abnormal 
increase in the number of addicts 
now buying “legal” oplum, It is 
evident that Government Js traffick- 
Ing with new customers, who are 
buying Government opium because 
they cannot obtain other and iMicit 
varictics. , 

It fg realised that abnormal calls 
have and are being made on Govern- 
ment revenue this year, and’ that 
all sources of revenuc must be 
squeezed to the fullest extent, short 
of imposing further direct burdens 
on the tax-payers. The Colony is 
feedings and caring for hundreds of 
the registered smokers or “old cus- 
destitute refugecs; it has’ to face 
abnormal commitments for defence 
and Air Raid Precautions. ~ 

Nevertholesa, the mind revolts ot 
the thought that the cost of security 
for our destitutes, even.for ourselves,

JAPAN, HONGKONG . COURT RULES 
FOR THE first time since the outbreak of 
hostilities 2 Hongkong Court has admitted that 
a State of War exists between China and Japan. 
This important-ruling was made to-day by 
the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, during 
his written judgment in the Siang Kee case. 
Similar rulings have been made in Courts of Justice 
in the United Kingdom, but, nevertheless, the British 


Government, as well as other Powers (including China 
und Japan themselves) still preserve the fiction that only 


an incident is occurring. 


WRITTEN JUDGMENT 


Written judgment on tho petition brought hy the Shiang 
Kee, otherwise known as the China Merchants Steam Navigation 
Co., Lid., for the winding up of the Hongkong branch of the 
Ching Kee Stenm Navigation Co.; Ltd., was delivered by the 
Chief Justice in the Supreme Court this morning. 


One of the grounds for the 
petition was that in consequence 
of the Sino-Japanese hostilities, 
the Company could ‘not carry on 
legitimate business because of 
the risk of seizure of their 
vessels by enemy forces. 


His Lordship granted the petition, 
holding that as the Company in 
China was in process of dissolution, 
an order for the winding up of the 
Hongkong branch ought to be made, 


Inescapablo Knowledge

that corporation purported to assume 
duty os agents of the company’ in 
Hongkong os from ist February 1939. 

The District Court of, Chungking, 
having been duly outhotised in that 
behalf by an order-of the Supreme 
- Court'of China, in February 1939 or- 

dered the immediate dissolution of 

~ the Company and appointed three 


liquidators, From that decislon 
appeal was.taken to the First Divi- 
sional Court of the Supreme Court of 
China, which on. May 30 dismissed 
the appeal. That decision Is final, 
Three Grounds 

The present application Is bused on 
three grounds: : 

(@) Thut. there has been a 
winding-up order made by a court 
of competent jurikdiction In the 
country in which the company was 
incorporated, nnd, as a result of that 
winding-up, the corporate powers of 


the Company have been destroyed In’ 


the country of its origin; i 
(ik) That the Company has in 
fact ceased ‘to carry on business In 
the Colony; and 
* Gi) That it is just and equitable 
that the Company should be wound 
up. The substratum of the Company 
hns gone. It is a shipping company, 
und cannot carry on legitimate busl- 
ness because of the risk of seizure 
of thetr vessels by enemy forces, The 
only avenuc of busines open to-tho 
Company are either illegal trading 
with the enemy or work extrancous 
to the true objects of the company 
such os the chartering of their 
vessels for use us hulks within this 
harbour, 

On the first of these grounds, Mr. 
Potter relles_on the case of In re 
The Russian Bank for Foretgn Trade 
(1933) 1 Chancery 745. In that case 
the Russinon revolutionary legislation 
of 1917 and the following years had 
put an end to the juristic existence 
of banking, companies incorporated in 
Russia, and it was held-that the im. 
possibilty of a branch of such oa 
Russian bank continuing to function 
according to its incorporating statutes 
was a sullcient ground for a winding- 
up order, In delivering jutigment 
Mauyhnm J (4s he then was) said: 
“The deerees.as regards banks whose 
seats and principal offices were taken 
over by the state, must be regarded 
as so crippling the powers of the 
companics that, if not extinct, they 
could no longer exhibit any of the 
signs of life, At the best the bank, 
as a legal corporation, deprived as 
it was of its assets and Its corporators, 


-beenme-no~more~than—a~legal—con= 


ception. Its branch In England, if on 
old metaphor may be employed, is 
now n submerged wreck flonting on 
the ocean of commerce, As a branch 
of the original bank it appears, how- 
ever, to have or to have had creditors 
in his country, and ff the petition 
before me ls properly presented I am 
of opinion both that the bank. has 
ceased legally to carry on business, 
and that it is just and equitable that 
it should be wound up. The essential 
features of the case are, indeed, of 


a simple character. A corporation 
created and established under o 
fordign legal system has been allow- 
ed by our laws to carry on business 
and to incur debts In thls country. 
Its corporate powers, if not its cor- 
porate existence, have been destroyed 
in Its country of origin. [It ennnot 
be doubted thnt In such circums- 
tances the Court, If ft has Jurisdic- 
tion, ought to make an order wh’ph 
will secure as far as possible the 
payment of all Just claims against the 
corporation." = An order was made

a 1933 Ruling 

In his speech In the cuse of Lazard 
Bros. & Co, v, Midland Bank (1933) 


A.C.289 at 297, Lord Wright says: 
“English courts have long since re- 
cognised aus jJuristle persons corpora- 
tlons cstablshed by foreign law in vir- 
tue of the fact of their crention and 
continuance under and by that’ law. 
Such recognition js said to be by the 
comity of nations. This in Henriques 
v. Dutch West India Co. (1728) 2 
Lord Raymond (1592, 1535) the Dutch 
company were permitted (9 suc In the 
King's Bench on evidence belng given 
of the proper instruments whereby 
the Jaw of Holland they were 
effectually created . a: corporation 
there’, But os the creatlon depends 
on the act of the forelgn state which 
created them the annulment of the 
act of creation by the same power 
will involve the dissolution and non- 
existence of the corporntion in the 
eyes of English law. Tho will of the 
sovereign authority which crented it 
can also destroy It, English law will 
equally recognise the one, as the

Mr. Sheldon on this polnt has re- 
ferred to two cases'In re Commercial 
Bank of South Australln (1886) 33

tlon. In the latter case Kay J. says 
“What is the effect of the winding up 
order which ft is sald has been made 
in New Zealand? This court upon 
principles of internatlonal comity, 
would no doubt have great regard to 
that winding up order and would be 
influenced thereby, but the question 
of jurisdiction is a different question, 
und the mere existence of a winding 
up order made by a foreign court 
docs not tuke away the right of the 
courts of this country to make a 
winding up order here, though ft 
would no doubt exercise an influence 
upon this court {n making the order.” 

Intermediate Stage : 

Here we have not 2 dissolution as 
In the {wo cases to which Mr, Potter 
hus referred me but an intermediate 
stage, an order for compulsory wind- 
ingup. 1 do not think that that 
radically alters the position. The 
Company in China fs in process of 
dissolution, and the circumstances 
are such that in my judgment this 
court ought to make an order for the 
winding up of the loca! branch of the 
Company. 

The second and third of Mr. Pot- 
ter’s grounds necessarily involve a 
consideration of the present relations 
between China and Japan. 

In July 1037. hostilities between 
these ‘twe countries broke out, and at 
this date are still raging. — 

Chefoo Occupation 

As a result of these hostilities the 
Japanese are in effective occupation 
of Chefoo and the adjacent country, 
tind of all the maritime coast of the 
Republic of Chinn. The effect of 
Proclamations of the Imperial Jap- 
anese Government published = in 
August und September 10937 is that 
It fs impossible for ships under the 
Chinese flag to trade in Chinese 
waters without being subject to im- 
mediate selzure by the naval forces 
of Jopan. 

The question whether in these cir- 
cumstances-a-state-of-war-exists-be-- 
tween China and Japan has been 
raised by Mr. Sheldon on behalf of 
those who oppose the petition. The 
varlous affidavits Aled on behalf of 
the parties to this actlon are reason- 
ably expUcit on this question. The 
affidavit of Jun-ke Choy filed on 
March 29 in support of the petition 
refers in paragraph 7 to “the out- 
break of hostilitles between China 
and Japan"; his later affidavit of 
April 3—refers jn paragraph 17 to 


“the blockade of Japanese naval 
forces exercised ngainst all Chinese 
vessels’; ond Mr. Matsumoto in his 
affidavit of May 16 in opposition to 
the application likewise refers in 
paragraph 9 to “the outbreak of hos- 
tilitles between China and Japan.” 

These considered statements on 
aMdavit are entitled to, and must 
receive due welght, but fortunately 
for me sitting as a court of first 
instance, the matter is concluded by 
two recent Judgments. 

Local Case 

In the locul case of Ford v. Stein- 
man and others, which Is unreported, 
the Full Court of this Colony in 
judgments delivered as curly us 
Devembly 1937 held that such a state 
of war existed as to justify -sailors 
on peace-time articles from refusing 
to serve on a voyage into the coastal 
waters of China or Japan, 

More recently the Court of Appeal 
in England have considered the same 
question In the case of Kawasaki 
Kisen Knbushikl Kaisha of Kobe v. 
Hantham SS, Co. (1939) LA.E.A. 819 
where Sir Wilfred Greene M.LR., in 
upholding the decision of the arbitra- 
tor who found that the owners were 
justified in cancelling a charter party 
which contained the clause “Chartcr-~ 
ers and owners to have the liberty 
of cancelling this charter party if war 
breaks out Involving Japan,” spoke 
of his happiness ‘to be able to avoid 
coming to a conclusion which would 
violate all his feelings of common 
sense, 

Mr. Sheldon has been driven to 
argue that the judgment in cach of 
these cases has relation only to the 
facts of.the particular case. That is 
true, but the polnt at issuc in cach.of 
these cnses was just the one which 
T have to decide, and these Judamehts 
apply to. the fncts of the cuse now 
before me og cogently ns they do to 
the facts of the cases in which they 
were delivered, :

Sir’ Wilfred Greene's recourse to

Mr. T. F. Lo, a well quallficd and 
acknowledged expert in Chinese law, 
hus filed a lengthy aMdavit setting 
out In the clearest terms. the common 
law ond statutory provisions fovern- 
Ing trading with an enemy of the 
Chinese Republic: 

- No counter -aMdavits have been 
filed and-I therefore accept Mr, Lo’s 
statements ns an accurate opinion on 
the legal principles applleable to this 
case. According to Chinese law the 


netion of the Company in churtering 
ships to Japanese Interests and in 
appointing Japanese agents is Ulegut 
and erlminal and all such contracts 
are not.only vold but illegal, + 

Can It then be sald ‘that the Com- 
pany ts carrying on business in the

The answer must be -no, 

The parent company in China fs in 
process of compulsory winding up and 
the local branch is without lawful 
representation in the Colony. What 
then {js the position of this Court? 


Cannot.Bo Enforced 

Mr. Cheshire in his recent work 
on Private’ International Law at 
p. 1097 writes “It js‘ axlomatic that 
a contract that is itlegal by Sts pro- 
per law cannot be enforced in Eng- 
Jand, The dearth of authority. for 
this proposition is not surprising, for 
few would be bold enough to suc on 
an contract that {s prohibited by the 
legal system to which it properly 
belongs.” 

In The Torn) (1932) p. 78 at 8 


Greer LJ. In considering the Judg- 
ments In the Court of Appeal in In 
re Missourl Steamship Co, (42 
Ch, D, 321) said: “I regard the de- 
cision as menning ‘that If, in the 
country where the contract was mode, 
the contract was iliegal—not mercly 
void and unenforceable but illegal— 
then the courts in this country would 
recognise the illegality and act in 
accordance with the law of the coun~ 
try. where’ the contract was made.” 
Mr. Cheshire puts it thus: "It has 
been suggested that a contract which 
is illegal by the Inw of the country 
where it Js made cannot be enforced 
in England. « . 
Sweeping Statements 
“Bold and sweeping statements of 
this nature ure seldon tenable in 
Private, International Law. — This 
particular one, at any rate, derives 
little confirmation from the decisions 
Ily cited in Its favour, since they 
were concerned with cares ti which 
the lex loci contractus was also the 
proper law. The casual place of com- 
pletion cannot as a rule ralse legal 
effects. r 
“It Is academle und {mpracticable 
to suggest that a contract must be 
regarded as a nullity everywhere 
merely because it happens to have 
been made in a country by the law 
of which it is iHegal, But what Is 
true Is that if that country is some- 
thing more than,.the locus contractus, 
it, for instance one’ of the parties ts 
resident there, or if the subject matter 
of a contract of sale is situated there, 
then, even though the law of- that 
country Is not the proper law, never- 
theless nny imperative provision by 
‘which it prohibits and Hlegalises. the 
contract will be recognised by the 
English Courts.” 
Three Arguments 


- Mr. Sheldon has submitted three 
interesting arguments in. opposition 
to the: making of the order prayed. 

Firstly, he contends, the fact that 
the local branch of the Company Is 
precluded by existing circumstances 
fram currying on business» In the 
Colony is not in Itself a ground for 
making u winding-up order, and he 
relies on the case of In re Middier- 
borough Assembly Rooms Co. (1879)

The 
only assets within the jurisdiction of 
that court are fourteen ships bused 
on Chefoo or Dairen,' and, notwith~ 
standing the order of the cour’ these 
ships are still trading, This court 
will not make a useless or ineffective 
decree (Ferguson vs, Wilson L.R, 2

Two Fallacies

That argument is based on two 
fallacies, In the first place the com- 
pany has within the jurisdiction of 
this court substantlal \assets -and' it 
has not been suggested that any 
order which I moke will uot be im- 
mediately effective so far as these 
assets are concerned. In the second 
place the fact that certain forcign 
nationals are In contempt of on order 
ofa competent court js no reason 
why I should disregard that order or 
full to treut it with proper respect. 
The case of de Jager vs, AG. for 
Natal (1007) Appenl Cnses 320 Is 
direct authority for the proposition 
that the company {n Chefoo js stl 
subject to the 
Chinese courts, As Lord Lorebum 
there said in delivering the judgment 
of the Judicial Committee: “The 
protection of a State docs not: cense 
merely because the State forces, for 
strategical or other reasons, are tem- 
porarily withdrawn, so that the enemy 
for the. time exercises the rights of 
an army in occupation, On the con- 
trary, when (such territory reverts 
to the contro} of its rightful soverelgn 
wrongs done during the forelgn 
occupation ure cognisuble by the 
ordinary courts". ; 


In the third place, he maintains 
the contributories are the best judges 
us to whether there is any danger to 
the local assets of the company.

In value, and it js a famillar and 
settled principle that a court wi)] not 
interfere with a domestic forum. 

It is perhops not surprising thal 
the majority of the contributorles re- 
sident either in.the province of 
Shantung which is In Japanese occu- 
pation or In Dairen In Manchukuo 
should desire to trade with the 
enemy.—It-mny;- for-aught-—I-know 
be a profitable undertaking: it is in 
any event more profitable than hav- 
ing the company’s ships laid up In 
harbour or forcibly sclzed by the 
Japanese forces. 


High Treason 


.It is clear however from Mr, T. F. 
Lo's affidavit that ‘these activities of 
the company are by Chinese, law 
IMegal, In fact treasonable and 1 have 
not been referred to any ‘authority 
for the proposition that, in order to 
mect the wishes of a majority of 
shureholders 1 should connive at and 
in fact facilitate high treason by sub- 
jects of a friendjy power. 


Mr. D'Almada, who followed Mr. 
Sheldon, has advanced another argu- 
ment.

Assuming every argument put for- 
ward by Mr.*Potter, Mr. D’Almada 
submits that the true remedy is not 
a winding up order but an Injunction 
to restrain the local branch from do- 
Ing HUlegal acts.
